dential partv on the porch in the roar of
the White llousci The air was lovely
and lraraht with the odor of the
Chinese honeysuckle that overruns the
porch and circular 'tsirway, with a per-

Postmaster-Genera- l Tilas and Uls

Chief Assistants.

A word for the Women Who are At- -

tenUre and Always In tbe Line
of lheir Duty.

Washington, June 11. The new

Postmaster-Genera- l, William F. Vilas,
ot Wisconsin, is the youngest of the
Cabinet. He was born in Vermont, in
1840, his family removing to Wisconsin
when he was young. He was educated
in the West, and ia thoroughly identified
with the interests of that section. He
has the reputation of au honest man, a
brilliant o:?.'.or, with quickness of per-
ception and promptness of action, aided
by ardor and ambition that will make
him a brilliant member of the Cabinet
and an efficient executive officer. The
Postmaster-Genera- l has a large patron-
age. He appoints all officers and em-
ployes of the department except the
three assistant postmasters-genera- l, who
are appointed by the President by and
with the advice and consent of the Sen-

ate; appoints all postmasters whose com-
pensation docs not exceed $1000; makes
postal treaties with foreign governments
by and with tbe advice and consent of
tbe President ; awards and executes con-

tracts, and directs the management of
the foreign mail service. The reputation
of the new Cabinet minister makes it safe
to assume there will be few "jobs" under
bis iidnilnistratioti.

The Assistant Postmaster-Genera-l, Mr.
Malcolm Hay, is comparatively unknown,
but like his superior be brings a good
reputation. He did not seek tbe otiice,
but the office sought him. The Assistant
Postmaster-Genera- l has charge of the ap-
pointment office, which includes five di-
visions appointment, bond, salary.deliv- -
cry and blank agency, making it an im
portant and responsible position. Ihe
nrst, second and third assistants receive a
salary ot $5000 each.

The Second Assistant Postmaster-Gener- al

has charge of three divisions
contract, inspection and equipment. Ihe
Third Assistant Postmaster-Genera- l has
charge ot five divisions finance, regis-
tered letters, dead letters and money-ord- er

system, and superintendent ot for-
eign mails.

The divisions under the Third Assist
ant Postmaster-Genei-a- l are most inter-
esting. The dead-lette- r office is es-

pecially so, for it develops tbe ramifica-
tions and workings ot a most perfect sys-
tem ot examination and return to tbe
writers of dead letters, and shows the
wonderful effect of method and tbe ac-
curacy of all engaged in tbis department.
The whole number of letters received
during last year was 4,&43.0!H), or an av-
erage of 15,073 for each working day.

Through his politensss I was
made acquainted with the interior of tbe
department, and iound more interesting
matter than I have met in Washington.
Many noble women are enrolled as clerks.
In the rotation of events and the revolu-
tion of the wheel of fortune, many women
born in luxury and reared ia affluence,
through the death of husband and father
find their only estate; they
seek a government position through in-

stinct and education, but too often find
official life a social penance. They are
made to feel the position invites sus-
picion, and to a sensitive, refined nature
this is harder to endure than the desola-
tion of poverty.

The moral status and prestige in every
department has greatly improved during
the last decade; still, many are of the
opinion that the innovation made a quar-
ter of a century ago, appointing female
clerks, should be abolished, thus closing
the path of temptation and mouth of
scandal, and relieving Congressmen of
importunity and annoyance through so-

licitation for "influence."

magdalen the just and unjust classed as
a whole while, in lact, the great major
ify are eenuioe heroines.working to main-
tain loved ones, each day crucified
anew under the suspicion of immorality.

I know one lady with the best blood of
America flowing in her veins, who has
been in official life sixteen years, and in
this time has never indulged in a silk
dress or any ornament of attire, but with
religious care saved every dollar of her
salary to maintain au aired father and
uncle in comparative luxury, to make
them feel Ies3 keenly tho loss they sus
tained by tho war of sacrifice. She never
faltered in her d task to stand
between the world aud her loved ones.
Now tbat task is ended, and for the first
time since her childhood she indulged in
the coveted dress, to celebrate the dedi
cation of the monument to her ancestor
and the inauguration ot Cleveland. I
met the widow of a Presbyterian clergy-
man left with seven small children to
support. She left her Western homo ten
years ago and joined the great army oi

in Washington, and by
constant work and strictest economy
reared and educated her children to do
her ho-o- r. Such women make official
life respectable, and need no apology.

It would be a wise solution ot the so-

cial problem to separate the wheat from
the tares, and make a ladies' department
of a type and grade sufficiently high to
have it an honor to hold the position
Make it a refuge for educated, refined
gentlewomen when left alone to meet ad
versify women who can file vouchers tor
moral character and ability. Let no
woman of competency be enrolled, or any
woman with a record to invite suspicion
be found to degrade the social status, or
have the scarlet letter pointed out by tbe
finger of scandal.

The patronage of government under
such conditions would make protege- as
proud as tbe inmates of the Louise Home,
while at present they are made to fel
very like little sisters of tbe poor.

BrskkemeB Ntrlfce on tbe Haiti'
more aud ti Iu.

Newark. O., June 13. The brakemen
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad are on
a general strike. Ice trouble is not on
account cf wages, bnt simply the result of
a reduction ol lorces on freight trains,
The general reduction was made by re'
moving the front brakeman oa every

freight train drawn by Mogul engines.
Efforts were made to send out trains with
two brakemen. The brakemen claim that
the State law requires one man to every
ten cars. Mosul engines usually draw
thirty cars. When they saw that two men
would be required to manage a train a re-
fusal as made to go out, and the trains
were kept at a standstill. An attempt by
the cfllcers to send oat a train resulted in
the brakemen congregating, pulling the
pins, cutting the train into ten or twelve
parts and threatening injuries to persons.
One official drew a revolver and threat-
ened to shoot, and for a time it looked as
though a riot was imminent. Two leaders
of thestr kers were arrested and placed in
jail, bnt were soon released by tbe advice
of the company's attorney, for fear that
their confinement wcnld lend to greater
excitement and further trouble. The con.
ductors refused to go out without their
regular crews, and thus another obstacle
was met and a number of regular trains
held. Last night a small train was sent
ont. There are about 300 brakemen here,
ana ail are determined.
